NAMELESS DUCKLINGS 


PROVE PUZZLE FOR 


OFFICIALS TO SOLVE; 


HATWAHD. May 4.—Thirty 


xuunelesa wild ducklings hatched 
at the. State game f«rni, at San 
Ix>renzo, arc puzzling Uic game 
officers. 
AVhcthcr the fledglings 
are blue-Tints or canvas-backs or 
some oilier species, the officers 
are unable to say. and as rmch. 
deckling has to be classified in 
the commission's books, tho of- 
ficials are in a dilemma. AH they 
can do is to wait until the young- 
sters grow old enough to assume 
their distinctive plumage and 
traits of their spcdcs. 
The nameless ducklings were 
hatched this week from eggs col- 
lected from wild docks' nests in 
tbe marshes between AJvando 
and Mt. Eden. Sixty oat of 1M 
eags collected have already been 
hatched, and the officials of the 
State Fish and Game Commission 
are hopeful that their experi- 
ment* with wild docks win be 
successful. They propose to have 
the wild duck hatchlings breed in' 
captivity, and by this means raise 
thousands on the farms, which 
win be liberated to augment the 
colonies of same birds and to fill 
up the gaps made by the trans of 
the sportsmen. 
Egg collecting 
expeditions into the marches are 
conducted every two weeks, and 
the eggs are immediately placed 
in incubators. 
"There is every reason to be- 
lieve that our pTpcrimpnt« wifl be 
successful." says Superintendent 
DirJts. "It is our intention, if so, 
to keep a bip breeding stock of 
wild ducks, whose offspring can 
be turned Ioo«c, and so increase 
the number of game.*'
